NEWINGTON, CT, Aug 17, 2001 — The ARRL has called on the FCC 
to put an end to conrerdal encroadyrents on Amateur Service 
allocations in the 2.3 and 2.4 GHz bands In reply comrenrts filed 
August 16 ona petition by AeroAstro to stare co-primary slatus with 
the Amateur Service at 2300 to 2305 MHz, the ARRL reiterated its 
stance that the company's petition represerts "a Trojan Horse" and 
that there is no way that Armateur Radio and AeroAgro's postion 
roritoring sytemaoud share the sarre spectrum 


"It is tie for the Conmission to stop those encroadtrents, because 
they have gore too far already," the ARRL said. 


The League said AeroAstro's petition for a comrerdal Miscellaneous 
Wireless Communication Service allocation at 2300 to 2305 MHz not 
only woud inpose "predusive operating conditions’ on harrs but 
represerts "yet another in the continuing series of encroadtrerts' into 
amateur allocations between 2300 ard 2450 MHz. The ARRL 
asserted that while AeroAdro has repeated "its martra" that hans 
and low-power conrrerdal operations can share the band ona oo- 
prirrary basis without interfering with each other, "the martra is 
bereft of tedtical support." For its part, the ARRL attached an 
interference study prepared by the ARRL Lab that predicts 
"irtolerable" interference, espedally to weak signals 


ARRL has petitioned to elevate the Arrateur Service fromsecondary 
to prirrary catts on the bard ard requested that no conrrerdal 
operations be introduced.

Interested parties may comrert on the 
proposal via the Irtemet or e-mail using the FCC's Bedroric Comrrert 
Filing System (ECFS). The FCC has asked comrerters to reference all 
three proceedings induded in the FCC's MO&O and FNPRM--ET 00- 
258, ET 95-18, ard IB 99-81. 


InJ anuary 2000 the FCC proposed a nunber of bards for new, 
advanced wireless services. The FCC said this rrorth's further 
proceeding woud "supplervert the record by providing new allocation 
options’ not induded initsJ anuary 2000 NPRM ard woud "seek 
comrrert on the benefits and costs of each new allocation option." 


The 2390-2400 MHz bard was reallocated fromfederal governrert 
to exdusive non-governrert use pursuart to the Onmibus Budget 
Recondiiation Act of 1993. In 1995, when the FCC elevated Amateur 
Radio fromsecondary to primary status on the bard, it also allocated 
the soedrumfor use by unlicensed Part 15 devices. The FCC said it 
reasoned that hans and unlicensed devices had proven able to stare 
spedrum) and it warted to preserve adequate soedrumfor Arateur 
Radio. At about the sarve tirre, the FCC conduded that an allocation 
for certain proposed wide-area, high-power Fixed and Mobile 
services "woud be incompatible with arrateur use."
